5 He was the Son of Dr. Stephen Philips, Arch- 

Deacon of Salop, born at Bampton in 9 
December the zoth, Anno 1676. After he was well 
grounded in Grammar-Learning, he was ſent to 
Mincheſter School, where he made himſelf Maſter- 
of the Latin and Greek Languages, and was foon 


diſtinguiſh'd for a happy Imitation of the Excel- 
lencies, which he diſcover d in the beſt — 
Authon. 


With this Foundation of good 8 and | 


; very early Promiſes of a farther Improvement in 


all uſeful Studies, he was remov'd to Chrift Church 


in Oxford. From his firſt Entrance into that Uni- 


| verſity, he was very much-eſteem'd for the Simpli-

city of his Manners, the Agreeableneſs of his Con- 


verſation, and. the uncommon Delicacy of his Ge- 
nius. All his Univerſity Exerciſes were receiv d 
with Applauſe; and in that Place, fo famous for 
good Senſe, and a true Spirit, he, in a ſhort time,

grew to be ſuperiour to moſt of his Contempora- 
ries; where, to have been their Equal only, had 
been a ſufficient Praiſe. There it was, that follow- 
ing the natural Bent of his Genius, beſide other 
valuable Authors, he became acquainted with Mr. 
Milton, whom he ſtudied with Application, and 
trac'd him in all his fucceſsful Tranſlations from 
the Ancients. There was not an Alluſion in his 
* Poem, drawn from the Thoughts, or Expreſſions 
of Homer, or Virgil, which he could not imme- 
diately referr to; and by that, He perceiv'd what 
a peculiar Life, and Grace, their Sentiments added 
to Engliſh Poetry; how much their Images rais d 
its Spirit ; and what Weight and Beauty their 
Words, when tranſlated, gave to its Language. 
Nor was he leſs curious in obſerving the Force and 
Elegancy of his Mother Tongue, but, by the Ex- 
ample of his Darling Milton, ſearch'd backwards in- 
to the Works of our old Engliſh Poets, to furniſly 
himſelf with proper, ſounding, and ſignificant Ex- 
preſſions, and prove the due Extent, and Compaſs. 

of the Language. For this purpoſe, he carefully _ . 
read over Chaucer, Spenſer ; and, afterwards, in his. 
ma did not ſeruple to * any nn ; Os 
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Phraſes, which he thought deſerw d it; with that 
modeſt Liberty, which Horace allows T either itt 
the coining of new, or reſtoring of ancient Ex- 

preſſions. Yet, tho* he was a profeſs d Admirer 

of theſe Ale it was not from any View of ap- 
pearing in publick; for ſuch was his Modeſty, that 
he was the only Perſon who did not think himſelf 
qualified for it: He read for his own Pleaſure; 
and Writing was the only thing he declin d, where- 
in he was capable of pleaſing others. Nor was he 
fo. in. Love with. Poetry, as to negle& any other 
Parts of good Literature, which either their Uſe- 
fulneſa, or his own Genius, excited him to, purſue. 
He was very well vers d in the whole Compaſs of 
Natural Fhiloſophy; and ſeem d, in his Studies, 
ar well as his Writings, to have made Virgil his 
Pattern, and often to have broke out with him 1 
Into the following rapturous * Wiſh; N

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Death prevented our Hopes in that reſpect, yet the 
admirable Paſſages of that Kind, which we find in 
his Poem on CY DER, may convince us of the Nice-

fide this, he was particularly gkill'd in all manner 
of Antiquities, eſpecially thoſe of his own Coun- 
try; and Part of this too, he has, with much Art 
and SY intermix'd with his Poetry, 


0 to his private Character, he was below d by 
all that knew him, and admir d by thoſe who did 
not; ſomewhat reſerv'd, and ſilent among Stran- 
gers, but free, familiar, and eaſy with his Friends: 
The firſt was, the Effect of his Modeſty; the latter, 
of his chearful Innocence: The one was, the pro- 
per Caution of a Wiſe Man; the other, the good 
Humour of a Friend. He was averſe to conten- 
tious Diſputes; and thought no Time ſo ill ſpent, 
and no Wit ſo ill us d, as that which was employ d 
in ſuch Debates. Thus he never contributed to the 
Uneaſineſs of his Company, but often to their In- 
ſtruction, always to their Pleaſure. - As on the one 
hand, he declin'd all Strokes of Satyr; fo, on the 
other, he deteſted Flattery as much; and, I believe, 
would rather have been contented with the Cha- 
racter ot a dull Man, than that of a witty, or ſervile

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ene, at the Expence of his Humanity, or Sincerity. 

This Sincerity, indeed, was his diſtinguiſhing Cha- 

racter; and made him as dear to all good Men, as 

his Wir and Learning did to all 363 of true 
e and Letters. 


Upon all theſe Accounts, during his Stay in the 
Univerſity, he was honourd with the Acquain- 
tance of the beſt and politeſt Men in it; many. of 
whom, who now make conſiderable Figures, both 
in the State, and in the Republick of Learning, 
would think it no Diſgrace to have their Names 
mention'd, as Mr. Philips's Friends. And here we 
muſt not omit that particular Friendſhip which he 
contracted with Mr. Edmund Smith, Author of that 
incomparable Tragedy of Phedra and Hippolitze ; 
and who, upon his Deceaſe, celebrated his Memory 
in a fine Poem; and: ſoon after, follow 4 him to 
the Grave. Theſe two often communicated their 
Thoughts to each other; and, as their Studies lay 
the fame Way, much to their mutual Satisfaction, 
and Improvement. For, as the Mind takes no 
greater Pleaſure than in a free and unreſerv'& Dif. 
covery of its own Notions, ſo it can reap no greater 
Profit than in the Correction it meets with from 
che judgment of a ſincere Friend. This, we make

Diſtruſt he entertain d of himſelf, it was not with · 
out ſome Pain that he enjoy d their Company; and 
the Fear of offending, oftentimes made him leſs 
ſtudious of Pleaſing. Such was the humble Opi- 
nion that he conceiv'd of his own good Qualities, 
_ that it made them leſs conſpicuous to others; as if 
he was aſham d that his Vertues were greater; he 
choſe rather to obſcure thoſe which he really had, 
than to place them in that ornamental Light which | 
they deſerv'd. I ſpeak this only with reſpect to his 
Converſation with his Superiors, who, knowing 
his true Worth, were more pleas d with his Endea- 
vours to diſpuiſe it, than if he had ſet it off with

but little Humility, and good Breeding, generally 
affe&. As this decent Silence did not prejudice the 
Great againſt his Wit, ſo neither did his unſolici- 
tous Eaſineſs in his Fortune at all hinder the Marks

of their Favour and Munificence. True it is, that he 
never prais d any one with a ſordid View, nor ever 
ſacrific d his Sincerity to his Intereſt, having a Soul 
above ennobling the Vicious; and as he gave his 
Characters with the Spirit of a Poet, he obſerv'd 
at the fame time the Fidelity of an Hiforian. 
This, indeed, was a Patt which diſtinguift'd him 
as much from almoſt all other Poets, as his Manner 
of Writing did; he being one of thoſe few who 


were equally averfe to Flattery and Detraction. 


He never went out of the Way for a Panegyrick, 
or forced his Invention to be ſubſervient to his 
Gratitude ; but interwove his Characters ſo well 
with the Thread of his Poetry, and adapted them 
ſo juſtly. to the Merit of the Perſons, that they 
all appear Natural, Beautiful, and of a Piece with 
the Poem. If it be reckon'd difficult to praiſe 
well; for our Author not to err, in ſuch a Variety, 
is much more fo, and looks like the maſterly Hand 
of a great Painter, who can draw all ſorts of Beau- 
ties, and at the ſame time that he gives them their 

proper Charms, happily diſtinguiſhes them from 
each other. In ſhort, to purſue the Metaphor, 
there is nothing gaudy in his Colours, nothing 
Riff or affected in his Manner; and all the Linea-

in Alluſions to the Thoughts and Fables of the An- 
cients, than in the Pomp of the Expreſſion. The 
ſame Humour is continued thro' the whole, and 
not unnaturally diverſified, as moſt Poems of that 
Nature have been before. Out of that Variety 
of Circumſtances, which his fruitful Invention 
muſt ſuggeſt to him on ſuch a Subje&, he has not

min d to the Choice of that Subject, by the vio- 
Tent Paſſion he had, to do fome Honour to his 
Native Country ; and has therefore exerted all 
the Powers of Genius and Art to make it complete. 
It is founded upon the Model of VIX GIIL's 
Georgicki ; and comes the neareſt of any other, to 
that admirable Poem, which the Oriticks preferr 
to the Divine AÆneid. Yet, tho it is eaſy to 
diſcern who was his Guide in that difficult Way, 
we Crd obſerve, that he comes after rather like a

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: Purſuer, than a Follower, not tracing him Step 
IF after Step, but chooſing thoſe Paths in which he 


might eaſieſt overtake him. All his Imitations are

W But to return from this Digreſſion to my De- 
bk ſign, 1 would not have it thought that I pre- 
ſume to make a Criticiſm upon the Works of 
our Author, or thoſe of others. Theſe are only 
the Sentiments of one who is indifferent how 
they are receiv d, if they have the good Fortune 
not to prejudice his Memory, for whoſe ſake they 
were written. I ſhall add but one Remark more 
upon this Subject, which is the great Difficulty 
of making our Engliſb Names of Plants, Soils, 
Animals, and Inſtruments, ſhine in Verſe: There 
| are hardly any of thoſe, which, in the Latin 
Tongue, are not in themſelves beautiful and ex- 
preſſive; and very few in aur own, which do not 
rather debaſe than exalt the Style.
